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EDITORIAL 
ETHNIC NAMES 


The Australian Soccer Federation’s de- 
, termination to abolish ethnic names by 
1981 appears to be a case of reality being 
obscured by idealism. 


The businessmen who head the ASF and who are 
, trying to “‘sell’’ soccer to other businessmen believe 
their task will be made easier by names with which 
these businessmen can associate. 


Others who believe that district names rather than 
ethnic names will broaden the game’s appeal and in- 
| crease spectator interest, may have their hearts in the 
| right place but the exact location of their brains is 
| open to question. 


The idealistic scene painted by the ASF is that new 
names eventually will make soccer an “Australian” 
sport supported heavily by the Australian people. 


Who are the Australian people? They are Greek, 
' Italian, Turkish, Maltese, Yugoslav, Polish, German, 
British, Spanish, Czechoslovakian, Hungarian, 
Chilean, Argentinian, Austrian, Dutch, etc. etc. They 
are the people supporting soccer now! 


The clubs with the biggest support are the clubs 
that have been most successful in cultivating the sup- 
| port of the Greek, Italian, Makedonian, Maltese and 
, Croatian communities. 

/ ‘The reason is that these clubs were started by and 

are run for the benefit of these communities. They 
have proved the pioneers and the saviors of soccer in 
Australia. They are soccer. 

Various other nationalities run soccer clubs with 
district names. Ninety-nine per cent of those clubs 
have virtually no spectator support. 

In Victoria, the Metropolitan League clubs have 
district names because the Federation says they have 
no other choice. 

Some of the clubs used to have support. Thoy don’t 
have it anymore. 

Clubs that represent ethnic communities are proud 
to do so, and the representation is reinforced by the 
ethnic press. It makes as much sense to force the 
ethnic press to change to English as it does to give an 
ethnic club a “‘respectable”’ non-ethnic tag. 

Greeks run Greek clubs for Greek members and 
they buy and sell players of ali nationalities to keep 
themselves and the members happy. Why tell the 
Greek official he should step down for an official of a 
different nationality? Why bend over backwards to 
make an Italian club appear non-Italian so that anglo- 
saxons will join it? 

When you come right down to it, this entire “‘ethnic 
name’’ issue amounts to fittie more than racism. It’s a 
case of anglo-saxons wishing not to associate with 
something that is not anglo-saxon. 

If this were not the anglo-saxon attitude, then they 
would be going along to watch soccer games irres- 
pective of the names attached to the teams or the 
people watching around them. 

We believe that the decision to force clubs to 
change ethnic names is a decision that bows to bigot- 
ry. We cannot condone the bigotry, and therefore we 
cannot condone the capitulation. 

$ port is self-expression and self-expression is free- 
dom. Let’‘s allow the clubs to be free as well. There is 
room for all. Let there be clubs with district names, let 
there be clubs with ethnic names, let there be clubs 
called Kangaroos, Kookaburras or Platypi. 

Let district communities build up their local district 
club and let that club displace an ethnic club in a 
higher division. Let us not, however, tell anyone he is 
not allowed proudly to represent whatever he wants 
to represent.

Shrewd Victorian offi- 
cial Mike Weinstein had in- 
cluded as the most import- 
ant clause of Santos’ tour 
contract that Pele had to.

Similarly, the promo- 
ters of Cruzeiro’s tour 
made sure that the great 
Tostao and Dirceu Lopes 
came along, and Manches- 
ter United brought its big 
stars — Bobby Charlton, 
George Best, Brian Kidd, 
Denis Law, Nobby Stiles, 
etc. 


However, when Olym- 
piakos toured last year, it 
failed to bring along Ky- 
rastas and Karavitis. The 
Greek national team also 
missed top players, in- 
cluding Mavros, when it 
toured earlier in 1978. 


You could forgive the 
absence of AEK’s stars if 
the other players had at 
least given their all. What 
they showed, however, 
was an insult to the spor- 
ting public. 


I hear various levels of 
the ASF are blaming each 
other for having allowed 
AEK into the country at 
this time of year, when the 
team is obviously ill pre- 
pared and when dis- 
ruptions to the PSL should 
not be tolerated. 


So who pays the penal- 
ty? The sporting public! 

Only a few touring clubs 
— mainly British — have 
done justice to the Austral- 
ian public. Manchester 
United had Denis Law 
sent off in Perth, but 
carried on in a sporting 
manner, without making a 
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scene. Why couldn’t AEK 
have done likewise? 


As it was, they deserved 
the boos they got from the 
7000 crowd at half time. 


Top men 
needed 


Isn’t it common sense 
to appoint only the No. 1 
referee to international 
fixtures? 


The referee of the South 
Australia v. AEK match 
made the right decision in 
sending Intzoglou off the 
field but after that, he lost 
control of play. The AEK 
layers started getting 
away with just about any- 
thing. 


One 10-year-old kid 
made the comment: 
“Bloody referee,’’ and 
used the man’s name. I 
asked how it was that he 
knew the name. ‘‘I know 
him from junior soccer,’ 
the boy answered.

Victoria has had better 
international results this 
year than any of the other 
States. In fact, its victor- 
ies over Partizan and AEK 
rank among the most 
memorable achieved by 
any State team in Austral- 
ian soccer. 


Victoria had proved that 
it is not necessary to have 
all the recognised stars in 
the State team. 


What does matter is that 
dignity and pride are 
cultivated in the players 
and that they are moulded 
into a unit. 


State coach Len McKen- 
dry has done this. He has 
had his team together for 
eight months now — train- 
ing Once a week! 


Everyone in Victoria 
now wants to play for the 
State team, and that’s the 
way it should be. 


This is Victoria’s record 
for 1979: v. Wisla Crakow 
0-1, v. South Australia 2-0, 
v. Norwich City 2-4, v. Par- 
tizan Belgrade 1-0, v. AEK 
Athens 4-0.

‘Super stars” 
are still OK 


The Australian Soccer Federation made provision for guest 
appearances by ‘‘Super star’’ players when it introduced its rest- 
rictions on imports last week. 

Such players will be admitted if the ASF endorses their bona 
fides. 

The restrictions apply to players on temporary residence visas. 

Only Philips League clubs or clubs in premier State com- 
petitions are allowed to register such players, and no club is 
allowed to register more than three a year. 

Clubs which already have players on temporary residence may 
retain those players but any club which now has four or more 
won't be able to register any more. 

All players at present in Australia will have their contracts ter- 
minated and be returned home within four years from now 
unless the players obtain premanent residence status in the 
meantime. 

Under normal circumstances, players on temporary residence 
visas will not be able to transfer. 

If such atransfer is approved by the ASF and the Immigration 
Department, no transfer fee will be payable and the club acqui- 
ring the player will have to meet all requirements of the Im- 
migration Department. 

A club transferring such a player may recoup payments made 
in respect of the player. 

Clubs that breach the new regulations will be suspended by 


the ASF. 





VIOLENCE FLARES: 
EXPULSION FOR 
TWO VSF CLUBS 


Williamstown and Gladstone Park have been expelled 
from the Victorian Soccer Federation. 


The members and offi- 
cials of both clubs have 
been disqualified for life 
from mem hip of the 
VSF. : 

The players are exempt 
from the disqualification 
— all except J. Dovic, who 
was disqualified for life. 


The junior teams of 
Gladstone Park are also 
expelled . The players will 
be free to move when the 
transfer season reopens. 

All disqualifications are 
subject to appeal. 

Gladstone Park, of the 
District League First Divi- 
sion, was found guilty ona 


charge of having failed to 
control its officials and 
spectators during a game 
against Postal Institute on 
August 5. 
This failure caused the 
match to be abandoned. 
Referee Bernie Upjohn 
reported that an official of 
Gladstone Park hit the 
linesman supplied by 
Postal Institute. 
Gladstone Park has 
faced many other charges 
in the past. 
Williamstown player 
Dovic was disqualified 
after being found guilty of 
having assaulted a line- 
sman supplied by North 





Johnston stays 


Former Newcastle star, 
Craig Johnston, the 19- 
year-old who has made a 
name for himself in Eng- 
lish football, has signed a 
new two-year contract, 
with Middlesbrough, the 
English side with which he 
has done so well. 

This greatly reduces the 
chance of Johnston joining 
Rudi Gutendorf’s World Cup 
squad. 

When he returned home for 
a visit last season and played 
several matches with New- 
castle KB United, Johnston 
said he would leave his options 
open until he knew what his 
future with Middlesborough 
would hold 

He then played for Australia 
against Greece but insisted 
that while he wanted to play 
with Australia in the World 
Cup he would not make a deci- 
sion until this year. 

Gutendorf is to talk with 
Johnston during the next few 
weeks but since Johnston is 
now firmly established with 
Middlesborough — and likely 
to remain in England, where 
he recently purchased a house 
— it is not likely that Gut- 
endorf will be able to persuade 
Johnston to join his squad. 

Johnston nominated for 
Scotiand’s Youth team squad 
last year but he is also thinking 
about becoming an English 
citizen. 

He also has the option of 
playing for South Africa where 
he was born 

Johnston left Australia 
while still attending Booragul 
High School. as a 16-year-old in 
a bid to gain a place in the 
English team. 

He was a success with the 
Middlesborough side in the 


few months and was in the 
club's squad which went to Yu- 
poslavia for two pre-season 
matches 

His new contract — which 
gives him a considerable in- 
‘crease in wages — permits 
him to return to Australia in 
each of the two years it has to 
run and to play, aS a guest with 
any team he wishes. His 
father, “‘Bruno”’ Johnston who 
was a highly capable inside- 
forward, is eager for his son to 
play for Australia but will 
leave the decision to him. But 
itseems that Craig Johnston is 
determined that his football 
future lies in England and that 
little will be seen of him on 


Australian fields — or in 
Australia’s teams. — Jack

The ASF’s tough clampdown on the importation and 
movement of temporary visa players is basically a great 


step forward. 


It will force clubs to use local — 


talent instead of importing players, 
and this can only benefit Australia’s 
chances of becoming a true soccer 
nation. 

However, the side-effect of 
the ASF move will be sky- 
rocketing transfer fees, and to 
avert self-destruction by clubs, 
new laws controlling the trans- 
fer market must be introduced. 


It is no easy task to regulate a trans- 
fer market but some attempt must be 
made before transfer fees become so ex- 
orbitant that clubs are faced with the al- 
ternative of not buying players at all or 
going into debt by going into the market. 

To refresh memories, the ASF’s new 
laws prevent any club outside the 
Philips League or State Leagues signing 
a player who is a temporary resident. 
Clubs in the Philips League and State 
Leagues are allowed three such players. 

Most PSL and State League clubs 
have more than three temporary visa 
players at present, but this doesn’t mean 
they will have to dump players to reduce 
the number to three. 

These clubs will be prevented from 
signing a temporary resident until the 
number at the club is reduced to two. 

Clubs can’t bring in excessive players 
from overseas, and can’t sell or buy im- 
ported players. 

On the surface that’s a great reform, 
and a boost to Australian soccer. 

But, as any economist will tell you, 
when the supply falls, demand in- 
creases. And when demand increases, 
the price of the commodity goes up. 

In 1979, a club had the choice of im- 
porting a player, buying one from a local 
club or promoting a youngster to fill a 
vacancy. 

In 1980, the overseas market will vir- 
tually be shut and many good players on 
the local market will be unavailabie be- 
cause they are on temporary visas. 

‘Soccer Action’ compiled figures 
which show that around 45% of players 
in the Victorian State League are on 
temporary visas. 

Clubs will fight over the few good 
players left. The price of these players 
will shoot up at an incredible rate.

Australian clubs has been slashed ‘Willie Vassallo (Ajax) 


dramatically. No longer are England, 
Scotland and Ireland a place to pick up 
cheap players in large numbers. 


With so many clubs searching Aust- 


~ yalia for good players, the money battle 


will be ferocious. A few clubs will adopt 
a non-buying policy and therefore prob- 
ably slump and lose support. 


Others will continue to buy frantically 
as they have in the past but will find 
their money being drained away even 
more quickly. 

The rich will survive, the middle class 
may be able to hang on, but the poor 
clubs will begin a rapid decline. 

The clubs with a good junior set-up 


will be padded financially by the trans-' 


fer market madness. These clubs will 
find it increasingly difficult to hold onto 
young players unless they can outbid the 
rich clubs. 

Players’ wages and signing-on fees 
will rise too. 

The changeover is too sudden. One 
minute there’s a steady flow of players, 
the next it’s a trickle. There are good 
Australian-produced players but not 
enough to go around. 

There are various ways to control the 
transfer market. One way is to set a 
limit, say $9,000, but that would lead to a 
situation where every player in the 
national league, be he an international 
or a 17-year-old, would be priced at 
$9,000. 

A maximum price must be set, but a 
tribunal must be set up as well, to decide 
a price if the two clubs can’t come to an 
agreement within the limit. The basis 
would be a player’s age, service to club, 
money spent by club on him in previous 
transfer fees, etc. 

Then again, this isn’t the best solution 
either. A club which gets a lower price 
than it wants will cry bias by the tribu- 
nal. 

There will always be the presence of 
under-the-table payments which go over 
the limit. 

Something must be done to regulate 
the transfer market. Transfer fees are 
highly inflated at present and will soar 


even higher next season. 





The New York 
Cosmos will accept 
an offer to play in 
Thailand if Australian 
interests do not 
make a firm offer 
quickly.

The Cosmos, one of the best 
supported teams in the world, 
are undertaking a five week 
Asian tour playing in Japan, 
Indonesia, South Korea, Sing- 
apore, Malaysia and Hong 
Kong in October-November. 

I spoke with their marketing 
director Dominic Flora in New 
York last week. He indicated 
that the Cosmos would like to 
include Australia in their tour 
plans at a fee of $50,000 per 
game, return air tickets from 
Singapore and first class ac- 
commodation during their 
stay 

Caray to the report in 
‘Soccer Action’ last week, he 
has received little, if any, con- 
tact, regarding a match in 
Melbourne. 

The Cosmos are really good 
value, even if their $50,000 tag 
seems a2 little high, 

I saw them destroy San Jose 
Earthquakes 5-0 before 55,000 
fans at the fabulous Giants 
Stadium recently and their 
team, bolstered by the recent 
signings of Dutch World Cup 
stars Neeskens and Rijsber- 
gern, is first-class.

The biggest sporting club in 
the southern hemisphere, the 
Central Coast Leagues Club, 
will sponsor the Sydney City 
versus Newcastle KB United 
game in Gosford on Saturday, 
September 1. 

Sydney City’s sponsorship 
proposal was accepted by the 
Central Coast Leagues Club 
Jast week and it will substan- 
tially underwrite the expenses 
of transferring the venue of 
the top four match from 
Sydney to Gosford. 

The Central Coast Leagues 
Club is possibly the most 
famous sporting club in Aust- 
ralia and despite the name it is 
a sporting club which finan- 
cially supports 127 local spor- 
ting bodies with grants of over 
$250,000 annually. 

The superb club rooms 
which overlook Graham Park, 
venue for the Slickers-KB 
match are currently under- 
going $64 million dollar exten- 
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sions which will make it easily 
the biggest club in Austrlia. 

NBN 3 has agreed to tele- 
vise the game and local radio 
station 2GO, apart from giving 
substantia] pre-match promo- 
tion, will broadcast the game 
live 

The only hitch to the Gos- 
ford promotion is the state of 
the ground at Graham Park 
which has caused respective 
coaches Gerry Chaldi and Alan 
Yest some concern. 

However the local council 
has agreed to do everything in 
its power to ensure that the 
ground is in reasonable shape 
for a game which could decide 
the top four fate of both clubs.

If all of these players took 
the field for their clubs in the 
same round, they would rep- 
resent 42.42%, of all players 
used by 12 clubs. 

Add to this percentage the 
proportion of players in the 
Victorian State League who 
came from overseas to play, 
but had permanent residen- 
cy, and these players who 
have ,had their temporary 
status changed to per- 
manent, the overail per- 
centage would be near 85%. 

This means only 15% of 
players in the Victorian 
State League are Australian- 

produced. 

Of the 63 temporary resi- 
dents, 42 have been imported 
over the past two seasons. 
Twenty-three have been in 
Australia since before Feb- 
Tuary 1978, which means 
their stay hasn’t been too 
temporary. 

The latest temporary visa 
player is Martin Graham, an 
Trish midfielder who shortly 
will join George Cross. He 
was registered before the 
closing date of the transfer 
season. Graham, a right- 
sided midfielder, is from 
Distillery and is 24 years old 
and married. This season, 


i four players have joined 


State League clubs as per- 
manent residents. They are 
Billy Whyte of Altona City, 
and Billy Brindle, Paul 
Cooke and Brian Monaghan 
of Prahran Slavia. Slavia 
has eight temporary resi- 
dents and sold three earlier 
this year - John Yzendoorn, 
Jamie Paten (to Heidelberg) 
and Tony Heery (to Juven- 
tus).

The photograph and 
story about Sir Stanfey 
Mathews in a recent edi- 
tion of ‘Soccer Action’ 
was highly interesting to 
me. 

You have to be British to 
understand the cave in which 
this man is held in the soccer 
world 

A story in which I was in- 
volved will give some indic- 
ation. 

Mathews was coming to 
‘town’ (London) to play 
against Fulham. 

He was 44 years of age play- 
ing on the right wing for Black- 
pool. | was a youngster trying 
to make it as a left winger for 
Futham 

Mathews was marked by an 
English international left 
back. Fulham’s Jim Langley, I 
‘was marked by England's 
captain and right back, Jimmy 

‘Armfield 

You would think that our 
coach, Bedford Jezzard, would 
have been confident with 
Langley ’s ability to handle a 44 
year old veteran. 

Yer before the kick off he in- 
structed me to drop back to be 
always in support of Langley 
when he was challenging 
Mathews 

Such was Mathews’ tre 
mendous skill, that even then 
during the Backpool-Fulham 
match he continually took pos- 
session of the ball in deep posi- 
tions drawing Langley, myself 
and other Fulham players to 
him before hitting devasting 
crosses and through balls. 

By the end of that game I re- 
alised he had lost his blistering 
burst of speed that once used 
to take him away from bewil- 
dered opponents. 

But his reputation had not 
diminished if anything it had 
increased and it was this he 
exploited so well in his later 
years on the field of play. 

Referees, spectators and 
even opponents all fell under 
his spell as his career con- 
tinued to an incredible 50 years 
of age 

It does not surprise me that 
he ts still playing well at 64. 

Searching to acquire some 
of the Mathews magic, | took 
up his diet of nuts and raisins 
and health foods and moved 
from foggy. bustling London to 
nearby seaside town Brighton, 
a similar environment to 
Blackpool where the fresh air 
and early morning runs on the 
beach were part of the 
Mathews legend. 

Needless to say, I never 
becume another Mathews, and 
now I realise that attitude is 
even more important than 
fresh air and personal drive 
more important than diet. 

It was personal drive which 
kept Mathews going. 

I subsequently learned from 
former Blackpool captain and 
Australian coach, Jim Kelly, 
that Mathews had an ulcer. 

It was personal drive which 
enabled Tony Book to become 
a English first division player 
at the age of 36, after 20 years 
in non-league Soccer. 

He was preatly assisted by 
Malcom Allison, a great mo- 
tivator and a Stickler for phy- 
sical fitmess 

Without wanting to appear 
one of the Rale Rasic fan club, 
a man whom I have crossed 
paths with at times, he also 
has the ability to get out- 
Standing performances from 
veteran players. 

George Kinnell (Marconi) 
and Kauri Waters (Pan Helle- 
nic) are two who come readily

Flamboyant striker Christos Ardizoglou 
steered AEK Athens to a 1-0 win over fight- 
ing South Australia with a splendid first-half 
goal in a fiery match at Hindmarsh Stadium 
last Wednesday night.

AEK found itself under immediate pressure and goal- 
keeper Nikos Christidis was beaten twice with headers 
from Peter Boyle and Graham Norris. 

However Mimis Domazos, the evening’s outstanding 
performer, and Ardizoglou soon stamped their indelible 
mark on the match. 

Meanwhile Ardizoglou cut a swath through SA's 
defence and in one forward thrust swept past six defend- 
ers before the ball was scrambled away. 

His goal in the twentieth minute was a gem. 

Bajevic rifled a cross into the goalmouth, the ball fell 
to Ardizoglou just outside the penalty area and he calmly 
side-stepped a defender before cracking a sizzling shot 
tore past Peter Marshall's outstretched fingers. 

South Australia fought desperately for an equaliser it 
forced 13 corners and it almost came in the 40th minute, 
but Boyle's searing 15-metre shot was brilliantly turned 
around the post by Christidis. 

Christidis figured into two major incidents in the 
second half. 

In the 64th minute he raced off his line and brought 
down Graham Honeyman 30-metres out from goal when 
the West Adelaide midfielder looked set to score, and in 
the 76th minute he produced the save of the match witha 
splendid one-handed attempt after Honeyman had hit a 
scorching 20 metre shot. 

Greek substitute striker Tasos a veteran international, 
provoked a brilliant stop from Marshall in the 86th 
minute when he powerfully headed a Domazos free kick. 
_ The big disappointment of the match was the lack of 
interest shown by Bajevic. 

Apart from setting up the only goal and striking a mag- 
nificent curling free kick just wide of the near post. the 
Yugoslav forward was content to keep a low profile.

Italian star Paolo Rossi will stay in the 
First Division after Perugia jumped a queue 
that included Juventus, Milan, Roma and 
Napoli to sign the brilliant striker. 


But the transfer fee — a mere A$00,000 — fell far short of 
the expected record-shattering AS million. 


At one stage, Rossi looked set to play in the Italian Second 
Division when his club Lanerossi Vicenza was relegated. 


Perugia’s entry into the Rossi Race was a major surprise, 
since over the past 12 months Juventus and then Milan, Roma 
and Napoli had successively emerged as favourites for the 


centre forward. 


However, after Napoli’s attempted purchase fell through 
and Rossi bought a 25 per cent stake in Vicenza, it appeared 
he was certain to play in Series B. 


That prospect brought an outcry from fans and it is under- 
stood pressure was placed on Vicenza by the Italian football 
federation, the FIGC, to release him. 


It seems clear Vicenza agreed on condition that Rossi did 
not go to any of the big clubs. Cash was certainly not their 
concern, for in the end Rossi went for a modest fee plus two 
players, Marco Cacciatore and Giorgio Rodeghieri — a far 
cry from the long-expected world record-shattering fee.

Four teams in the 
Lake Ohrid league in 
Yugoslavia earned 
infamy after some of 
the most blatant ‘fi- 
xing’ of games seen 
in the country. 


Allegations of corruption in 
soccer are not uncommon in 
Yugoslavia, but the latest in- 
cident shocked everyone, 


Debarce and Linden, two 
fierce rivals, were level on 
points with one championship 
Tound to play. The winner of 
the league won promotion to 
the Macedonian regional com- 
petition. 

Pressure was brought to 
bear soon after the results 
were announced: Gradinar 1, 
Debarce 88 (half-time score 
0-14), and Ilinden 134, Miadost 
(half-time 11-0). 222 goals alto- 
gether! 


The results should nave 
meant that Ilinden had 
captured the Lake Ohrid 
league championship on goal 
average and would therefore 
qualify for the Macedonian re- 
gional league next season. In- 
stead, all four teams were sus- 
pended. 


The competition between 
Debarce and [linden, from vil- 
lages some four miles apart in 
the beautiful hills above Lake 
Ohrid, is often so bitter that it 
has been known to cut right 
across close family relat- 
ionships, with fans of the two 
soccer clans refusing to talk to 
each other, and sometimes in 
fact coming to blows. 


It was obviously fate that.on 
the very last day of the season, 
the two outfits were joint 
leaders in the race for the 
title. As such, it all depended 
on which side scored more 
goals in their final game. Even 
though both matches began at 
the same time, to prevent 
cheating up-to-the minute 
scorers were regularly trans- 
mitted from one ground to an- 
other (supposedly via the 
walkie-talkie sets of local 
policemen) and the players in- 
volved adjusted their game ac- 
cordingly.

Wacker sold six players, ali Austrian internationals, and was 
promptly relegated to the Austrian Second Division after finish- 


ing a dismal last. 


The downfall of Wacker was swift. Last season, the club won 
the domestic cup competition, and reached the second round of 


the European Cup. 


Then the management, which has come in for severe criticism 
since the demise of the club, decided to sell Jara (to Duisburg), 
Hattenberger (to Stuttgart), Welzl {to Alkmaar), Koncilia (to An- 
derlecht}, Stering (to Munich 1860) and Pezzey (to Frankfrut). 

The only consolation for Innsburck was regaining the Australian 


Cup the club won in 1978. 


The race for the championship was decided several weeks ago. 
Austria Wien, who reached the semi-finals in the European Cup 
this year, repeated last year's success and won the national title 
with a lead of 14 points, exactly the same as 77/78.

penalty 
kicks? 


Its odds on that the 
bonus points system will 
not be the only com- 
petition rule axed by the 
Philips Soccer League 
before the next season be- 
gins. 


The system of deciding 
Philips Cup matches in which 
teams are level after 90 
minutes play and then a period 
of extra time, will also go by 
the board. 


Opinions by highly placed 
Australian Soccer Federation 
Officials following the New- 
castle KB United-St George 
Cup semi-final at the Inter- 
national Sports Centre in New- 
castle seem to ensure that the 
change will come. 


That match, in which not a 
goal was scored, was decided 
on penalty kicks, St George 
winning 32 


It is an absurd, and unfair, 
way of deciding matches, par- 
ticularly one so important as a 
Cup semi-final. 


There might be some excuse 
if the time schedule was par- 
ticularly tight. But in the case 
of the Cup competition it is 
not. The final, between Adel- 
aide City and St George, will 
not be played for another five 
weeks. There was plenty of 
time to replay the match. 


This is not a whinge because 
KB United was defeated, but is 
one that has caused criticism 
for a long time — even as long 
ago as last season when KB 
United was also eliminated in 
a Cup semi-final on the penalty 
kick count 


The rules of the competition 
state that “the taking of kicks 
from the penalty mark (to 
obtain a result) shall not be 
considered part of the match 
in the circumstances of de- 
termining which team shall 
proceed to a later stage of a 
knock-out competition.” 


How then can the taking of 
penalty kicks decide a match if 
they “‘shall not be considered 
part of the match,”’ 


The rules for Cup matches 
are that they be of 90 minutes 
duration with extra time to be 
played if they be drawn. 


Australian Soccer bases 
much of its method and con- 
duct on English Football Asso- 
ciation methods, It is not likely 
that the day will come when 
the EFA allows it Cup 
matches to be decided by pen- 
alty kicks. What an outcry 
there would be if it did decide 
on some such move! 


There may also be a move to 
have the Cup final played on a 
neutral ground — that is, ona 
playing pitch outside the cities 
in which the competing teams 
are based. That move, how- 
ever, may not gain the support 
that will the move to drop the 
bonus points and penalty kick 
systems.

Roy Drinkwater, Newcastle KB United's 
captain and sweeper, is qualified to play for 
one of two countries in the World Cup tour- 
nament in Spain in 1982. 


He has high hopes of being selected in one of the two squads 
which will soon begin preparation for the qualifying rounds 
which precede the final series. 

Drinkwater would almost certainly have been a World Cup 
team player before this but for an oversight in making application 
for citizenship when he was in New Zealand. He was selected in 
the NZ World Cup squad in 1976 but had to withdraw when it was 
discovered that he was not naturalised. 

His selection seemed certain particularly as he was the NZ 
Player of the Year in 1975 and one of the Dominion’s most talent- 
ed and popular sportsmen. 

He has not been forgotten by NZ’s top Soccer officials. 

They sent John Adshead, their national coach, to Newcastle 
recently to watch Drinkwater play. And he must have liked what 
he saw. 

It was KB United’s match against Heidelberg United at the 
International Sports Centre and Drinkwater played particularly 
well, scoring a fine goal and giving a dashing display of a sweep- 
er’s skills. 

Adshead went to Sydney on the following day to watch the tal- 
ented Adelaide City rearguard player, Glen Dodds, another 
former NZ national team player, in the match against Sydney 
Olympic. 

Adshead was, naturally, tight-lipped about Drinkwater’s 
chance of being recalled to the NZ squad but, if performance 
counted, he must have been impressed. 

Drinkwater’s greatest disappointment in Soccer was when he 
was forced to leave the NZ World Cup squad but he has his fingers 
crossed, hoping he will be wanted again. 

The NZ team, in its build-up to the World Cup qualifying match- 
es, is to send the side on tour in November, with matches to be 
played in England, Europe and the Middle East. 

It is little wonder that Drinkwater is so highly regarded among 
NZ Soccer enthusiasts. He built up. a proud record while playing in 
its National League for, apart from being the Player of the Year 
in 1975, he became the only player in NZ Soccer history not to be 
on a losing side in three seasons of Cup football. 

That was when he played for Christchurch, which won the NZ 
National Cup competition, a knock-out event similar to the 
Philips Cup, in 1974-75-76. he was the only player in the Christ- 
church team who played in all the Cup matches in the three years. 
He was also in the side when it won the National League pre- 
miership twice and once finished in second place. 

However, while Drinkwater is hoping that the NZselectors will 
want him again he would prefer to be a member of the Australian 
squad for which he is also residentially qualified. He considers he 
is well worth a place in Rudi Gutendorf’s line-up. 

“T know that I'm playing as well as any sweeper who has been 
tried by Rudi’’ he said. 

His play during the present season supports Drinkwater's 
claim. Not only is he in top place in the KB United’s Best and 
Fairest Player competition but is also among the leaders in a 
similar national competition. 

Drinkwater joined Newcastle KB United when it was admitted 
to the Philips League last year and his first season was some- 
times frustrating. As captain he had to help mould a band of 
players who were, in most cases, strangers to each other, but 
some goals he scored for opposing teams brought him unwelco- 
me, and usually undeserved, criticism. 

His goal debit — those scored against his own team — was too 
often increased by the shortcomings of team-mates, goalkeepers 
who came too far out of the goal and defenders who did not cover 
or position themselves properly. 

It is different this season. Drinkwater is the team's leading 
goal-scorer. 

He also looks to be a better, more mature, player. This is be- 
cause the team he helped so much to build has settled down. 

That means that his responsibilities are fewer since the players 
now know what he wants and his syle of playing. 

The players are fortunate to have such a talented and dedicated 
player to lead them. He is able to set an example the young 
players in his charge need so much.
